VIRTUE NEVER DESTROYS 


The national circle is only tu« in- 


dividual circle enlarged. 
No nation 


was ever destroyed 
by its virtue, 


just as no individual ever suffered 
permanently for his virtues. 


Character is the power of endur- 


ance in man. just as righteousness is 
the power of endurance of nations— 


"Righteousness exalteth a nation: '• 


but sin is a reproach 
<o any peo- 


ple. 


Sin begins with the forgetting of 


God. 


Crime is sin expressed in statu- 


tory terms: that is. sin that has 
reached a stage where public notice 
la taken of St. Law is but crystal- 
ization of conscience, and the con- 
science must be sensitive to sin be- 
fore human penalties can be added 
to the penalties prescribed by divine 
aw.
